Last.week the representative 
structure of the various committees 
was described. This week, the 
committees that will be represented 
by their chairmen on the Senate 
will be outlined., No reasons have 
been offered to explain the two 
major breakdowns; namely, repre- 
sentative and non-representative 
committees. However, the open 
hearings being held Nov. 15th, 16th 
and 19th will see questions raised 
regarding this matter. 


The Executive Committee would 

serve as the prime committee in the 
Senate. It would have the authority 
to prepare Senate agendas, receive 
all Senate committee reports and 
conduct the Senate's. business 
between sessions. Terms of office 
for Faculty would be three years 
and re-election allowed after an 
interval of three years. "Ex 
Officio" members would enjoy 
permanent status by position. This 
committee would be responsible to 
the Senate for its actions. There 
would be no student representation. 


The Committee on Priorities and 
Budgets. This committee would be 
responsible for the annual budget 
and expenditure priority. It would 
receive reports from other Senate 
groups concerning new programs, 
University developments, space re- 
quirements, research, etc., and 
their effect on the budget. The 
budget would be subject to approval 
by the Senate. 


The Committee on New Programs would 


have a responsibility for studying 
new areas of University educational 
development not linked with present 
programs. This would include 
ascertaining financial and space 
requirements. Reports would be 
made through the above two 
committees. 


The Committee on Existing Programs 
and Academic Regulations would in- 
vestigate the areas outlined by 

its title, including department and 
Faculty programs, courses, curri- 
culum and honours programs and 
regulations - especially those con- 
cerning admissions. 


Two matters need clarification. 

The committee would be given the 
responsibility to establish, ( and 
re-evaluate) academic regulations. 
However, it is also pointed out 
that "It shall make recommendations 
on all these matters to the 
Senate...", implying that the 
committee does not have authority 
to establish regulations, but mere- 
ly to recommend. Which would be 
correct? The necessity of two 
committees dealing with programs 
should be investigated more 
thoroughly. While their respons- 
ibility areas in program develop- 
ment are clear, any new programs 
that are radical departures from 
existing concepts would necessarily 
be an outgrowth of continuous 
examination of the existing systems 
by one committee. 
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UNIVERSITY ADMINISTRATION REFORM 





The Committee on Academic Personnel 
would deal with the various 

problems of our teaching staff, such 
as salaries, promotions, disciplin- 
ary policy and procedures. It would 
also review University policies on 
academic tenure and submit recommend 
ations to the Senate and, where 
necessary, the Priorities and Budget 
Committee. Hiring and firing poli- 
cies would be scrutinized and, also, 
it would act as a review board for 
appeals concerning salaries and 
promotions. 


A Committee on Research and 
"Perfectionnement" has been pro- 
posed to "co-ordinate the presenta- 
tion of the research needs of the 
University to the appropriate 

bodies including the Department of 
Education", It would also establish 


the need for financial assistance 
for "“perfectionnement". It would 
allocate funds from an approved 
budget, to these ends. The search 
for funds from foundations, etc., 
would be conducted through this 


committee. 


The meaning of "perfectionnement" 
Should be clarified so that an 
understanding of what areas of 
responsibility this would include. 
The necessity of a "perfectionne- 
ment" committee should be examined 
inasmuch as, by implication, all 
University areas are now, and would 
be, working to perfectionnement in 
their respective areas. 


The Committee on Physical Planning 
and Space Utilization would concern 


itself with the planning required 
for all uses of University build- 
ings, developing new space, and 
examination of all requests for 
additional space by the various 
faculties. It would supervise re- 
search in these areas and, when 
required, responsibility for new 
building design, construction 
progress and function, coupled with 
the authority in these capacities 


.to make decisions while remaining 


responsible to the Senate. 


A Library Committe would be re- 
sponsible for all aspects of 


library operation but would report 
to the Senate at leasttwice 
annually to report on its activi- 
ties. 


The Committee on Student Life is 
proposed to concern itself with 


all matters relating to student 


‘life and the reporting of student 


opinion to the various interested 
bodies in the proposed Senate 
structure. It would receive con- 
stitutional and other submissions, 
by students, for consideration. 

The committee would also have the 
power to regulate the use of the 
University's name and coat-of-arms.

The published comment on Stokely Carmichael 
in your recent issue over the signature of 
Barry Shapiro, B.A. II Day, was quite 
reasonable, except for his final sign off 
with a four letter word or two in it. 


In New York City the Jewish people are 
finding that the negroes they were helping 
in their so-called civil rights work are now 
turning against them with hatred. The 
negroes now take the Jewish people as their 
number one targets! In the meantime, the 
Great white majority have developed intense 
hostility towards the more violent and 
threatening negroes and the many activist 
Jewisn students who sympathized with them. 


And we Indians do not intend to be caught in 
that situation. That is why Kahntineta of 
Caughnwaga was sent by the Traditional 


Indian Conference of Oklahoma, the Cherokees, 


Creek, and the Mexican-Indians to remon- 
strate and virtually threaten the Rev. 
Ralph Abernathy for his publicity exploita- 
tion,of Indians for the purposes of 
benefitting negroes.

anyone's guess. The sudden emergence and pop- 
ularity of third party candidate George Wallace 
in the U.S. presidential race, whose slogan 


is: “Law and order" makes one think and shudder. 


Tet us Sincerely hope that the situation in 
this country never deteriorates to such an 
extent that a man of his shady convictions can 
manage to rally so many frightened people be- 
hind him in the name of law and order. 


The other protest march which occurred in this 
city was staged by the senior citizens of 
liontreal in protest against increased fares by 
the IC. The 200 or so senior citizens who 
turned up to march the few blocks they were 
able to, were, we understand, representative 
of a group of over 200,000 fixed incare people 
in the greater Montreal area who were hardest 
hit by recent fare increases. 


Curiously enough, no student showed up to march 
with them in a "show of solidarity". But then, 
we understand, students distrust anyone over 


30 years of age ( the feeling is becoming mutual) 


and consider grey-haired people as "cithering 
idiots, fools, etc." 


The grey-haired people concerned were hard hit 
pecause the pensions they receive are their 
only means of income. Very few people of their 
generation managed to receive a university 
education by which they could have obtained 
hetter jobs in order to save for old age. Yet, 
all they asked for was a reduction in fares so 
that they can visit with some of their friends 
or take in a matinee movie once in a while 
recause their grand-children are too busy to 
mother with them or take them anywhere.
